“ The Meteor subsequently sighted

ordered 
the crew to abandon 
the ship and 
then blew' her up.” 
(The Meteor formerly 
was owned 
by the Hamburg-American Steamship 
Co., and w-as built 
at Hamburg in 
1304. She was of 3,615 gross tons, 328 
feet long, 44 feet beam and 18 feet 
deep. 
The Ramsey w'as a merchant 
vessel, which went 
into commission 
in the

ive cooperation of the Russell Sage 
j. Foundation, at tins tim e has forty so­ 
cieties operating under 
it in thirty- 
five cities in twenty states of the Un­ 
ion and in the province 
of Ontario, 
C anada. 
Seventeen million dollars 
is act 
ively employed in 
the 
work of the 
federation, 
being 
used 
in 
making 
small loans at reasonable rates 
to 
men and women in distress, who but 
for these societies would be compell­ 
ed to resort to tile loan sharks for 
relief. For these loans personal prop­ 
erty is fledged or mortgaged, 
the 
same as to the sharks, the difference 
being that the borrowers 
u nd er the 
rate of interest 
charged 
are

During the past year 850,000 loans 
w ere made, amounting to over $28,-

11,504 foreign-born men, women and 
children were added to the population 
of Missouri as direct immigrants.

Gass w’ill give the schools this year 
less money than they received in 1910, 
five years ago. In 1910, the last year 
of his adm inistration, Gags distributed 
among the public schools $1,805,381.71.

Tho total receipts into the state rev­

Geneva, August 13.—Swiss soldiers 
and guides 
bring 
some picturesque 
details of the fighting between Italy 
and Austria in the Alps and around 
St el vie Pass, 9,000 feet high, and the 
neighboring heights 
overlooking the 
Valteline valley. 
Sjelvio Pass is an important back 
door entrance into Italy, threatening 
Milan. It was strongly 
fortified 
by 
’ho Austrians and manned bv a large 
body or mountain artillery. The Ital­ 
ians have 
similarly 
fortified other 
passes near by, and there are daily 
artillery battles, while at night the 
whole district 
is 
swept by search 
lights. Swiss soldiers on sentry duty 
a few miles 
away 
keep 
constant 
watch over the scene. Near the point 
whore the Swiss, Italian 
and Aus­ 
trian frontiers meet there are several 
villages where 
the 
inhabitants all 
speak half a 
dozen 
languages and 
dialects. 
The principal pass was buried un­ 
der two feet of snow when war began 
between Austria and Italy,

Austrian Alpinists

s raight to inc summit, and recently

Aug. 13.—A year of war 
has worjkcd a revolution in the army 
surgeon’s method of dealing with the 
ordinary wounds of the battlefield, 
which, on account 
of

changed 
character of the projectiles, are more 
severe than in previous wats. 
In almost every instance of wounds 
from modern artillery, I he broken tis-, 
sues are found by tho surgeon to have 
become infected by scraps of cloth or j 
other material, on a scale without pre­ 
cedent. 
At the start, most of the surgeons 
retied on a stringent application of 
recognized mehods of antiseptics to 
combat this infection. 
The 
tissues 
were deluged with 
powerful 
germi­ 
cides, even strong carbolic acid being 
employed. 
* 
The success of this method, how­ 
ever, was far from 
complete, 
and 
gradually a new* system, based on 
well known principles, but entirely 
novel in application, was substituted. 
One of the elementary principles of 
physics is that if a vessel contains 
two solutions of 
varying 
strength

membrane, liquid will pass from tim 
weaker to the stronger solution until

This principle was brought into ac 
tion in the treatment of wounds in 
order to stimulate the action of the 
serum of the blood, which has strong 
antiseptic properties.
